Ile aſſure 
you , that this is very Conful'd. For whereas M* Prinne 
(hould firſt haue di ——_ the name /eſws to have be- 
gotten infallible knowledge in the Reader : He contrarily 
friues to teach , that the name Jeſs is\0 ambiguos that 
ſometimes tis not vnderſtood. It is range thata Pretender 
tolearning ſhould rather teach ſtumbling at a word,to cauſe 
confuſion then encourage ſeekers after aQuall knowledg 
ro diueintothe profound inſiruRions of the wiſe:or elſe the 
diſtiaRtion ofthe Right reverend,and learned Bp. ndrewes 
concerning the name Jeſus might haue ſatisfied any ratio.

Secondly 24*, Prinne is not confuſ'd only at handling the 
name /eſie, but in his materia Circa quam: in the ſubſtance 
of his booke. For he hath no explication of dutie towards 
i Jeſus, which he ought to haue had, if he will proue, adpar- 
res, that Bowing at the name of /eſws isno duty ofthe text, 
q and he hath no explication of the ſeverall kinds of Ceremso- 
ſ; ries, which he ought to haue had for his private friends 
5g fake,that they might vnderſtand, how that no ceremony is a 
duty of the text.Certainely a neceſſary an vniuerſall ceremo- 
ny 15 a duty of the text; as a thing conſidered, bowing at the 
name of leſws is both a dutie, and Ceremony; ſed formaliter, 
for ſeuerall reſpeRts: as it tis a ceremony,tis not aduty; as tis 
a dutie tis non ceremony, as you ſhall leame hereafter. 

He isnot only confuf'd in handling thename Jeſs, and 
inthe ſubſtance of Append: x, but alſo in his Method. Let an 
vndcrſtanding man obſerue his manner of diſpute, and hee 
cannot bur afhirme that he is altogeather vnworthy to teach, 
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or tocontradithe Learned,and Conforming Profeſſors of 
of our Church. His method is neither efſeatiall,nor demon- 
fratiue,and then it's not neceſſary. Ti'sfit that it be knowne, 
what it is. It isa Delemma, whoic two generall part; arc 
groſſe miſtaks. Firſt he chargeth Biſhop eAnarewes, 11", 
eAdams, the Sorbonifts, and Rbemiſts, that they teach, 
that bowing at the name of /eſs is nothing els buta duty of 
the text The oppoſition ofthe 2 parts doth warrit me,thus 
to write. Then He ſaith that Zanchins Mr Hooker, Dr, Bg Jes, 
and 11", Widdowes, defend this aſſertion, that bowing at 
thename of /eſws is but an indifferent, innocent, hirmeles 
Ceremony: yet all theſe Biſhop Andrewes &c.Zanchius &c, 
doe teach, that bowing at the name of /eſu4-is both a duty 
and Ceremony, which ,how this can be, he is not able to 
vnderſtand.- 

He is ſo ignorant that he cannot tell whether all things 
haue their perculiar times, Henee it is, that he confounds 
the time of divineſerujce withthe time of [wearing, and 
blaſpheming with any finfull time, when eſe 15 named.He 
hath not learned the difference betyyeene a categoricall, and 
an excluſiue ſenſe, and-therefoerhe is not aſham'd to in- 
ferre;becauſe the Conncellof Baſilenjoyned Canonicall per- 
lons to bowe atthe name of Yeſus: therefore only they dit 
bowe atth: name of Jeſus. He'1s ſo wilfull 1n his opinion, 
that he denies ( in the deſpight of the Comnce! of Nice, and 
Epheſus, that either Primitive Church; or any Reformed 
Church ought to bowe at the name of /eſus, 


He percejues not: that inor at the time, when /eſ#s is 


namedevery knee ſhall bow, are promiſcuofly read. Soit 
leemes that he isnot a Grammarian, Notwithſtanding all 
this ignorice he io.carneltly diſputs,as ifhe would ta'ke him 
{elfe Out of breath,or elle what meanes his zealous Tautolo- 
gie?

The metaphoricall ſence of bowing he hath ſeparated 
from the letter of ofthe text, and makes thatto be rhe only 
manner of bowing at the name of /eſis. Philip. 2, 10,But 
he muſt Vnderſtand;that there is a reall bowing.and more 
morall, then ro be only metaphoricall, as it appeares 
attheend of his argumentsan(wear'd concerning the mea- 
ning of the text: where he hath confounded an excluſiue, 
with a compar'd ſence.Thus: bowing at the laſt day &c.

What may be thought to be the cauſethat a man ſhou[d 
grow ſo bold as to queſtion the Holy Ghoſt for his do&- 
rine?

Honour the reward of Jeſus his humility moſt worthily 
deſeruing arethefcope,,or meaning, which the holy Ghoſt 
did{ignitytothe Church by this ſcripture. Philip, 2, from 
the gon tothe 1 2.verſc, who this Perſon Is, who isthe Me- 
ritorious 'PraRitioner of humility, the Text ſayth He is /e- 
ſus Chriſt, Philip, 2.5. The Terminus a Quo, whence leſwus 
began to humble. himſelfe , is his Equality with God in 
forme, or Efſence; 'in his owne thought equallto God ver. 
6. The firſt deſcent of his humiliation is tus putting of the 
Gloty ofhis diety; He made himſelfe of no Reputation, 
anſwearable to his Maieſty . Then hee tooke on him the 
forme of a ſervante : this is his conception by the holy 
Ghoſt, Then he was made like vnto men,this is his Incar- 
nation.
